Bomb “Outrage*” 
It is distinctly satisfying to have such a word as 
•‘outrage" to describe inhuman action like the wide­ 
spread plot to murder conspicuous men of Italian 
birth in the United States. 
It does not m atter a 
great deal what may happen to be the political belief 
of the dangerous criminals who sent the bombs, 
first uncovered at Easton, Pa., with fatal results. 
Whoever and whatever they are, they are guilty of 
the grossest violations of right and decency. 
Their 
minds have beeu unbalanced by passion so heated 
that they consider a belief to be of greater conse­ 
quence than human life. 
By their criminal Intem­ 
perance they have invited the self-destruction that 
will be their reward. 
They will be caught lf It lies in the power of one 
of the nation's most capable body of criminal detec­ 
tors to trace them. 
The audacity of tho plot has 
aroused national vigilance. 
The postal departm ent 
can command the assistance of every municipal po­ 
lice departm ent in Its man hunt. 
Chances are a 
thousand to one against escape. 
The plot, apparently, is directed against propo­ 
nents of Fascism. 
The expression of one of these, 
Generoso Pople, prominent New York business man 
and Fascist, may be taken as tho expression of all. 
To the families of the two Easton postal clerks kill­ 
ed by the bombs, he wrote: "Accept the sincerest 
expression of my deep sorrow for your Irreparable 
loss. 
The perpetration of this outrage against inno­ 
cent persons cannot be construed In any other way 
but as a result of the planning of disordered minds. 
I hope that they will be soon brought to Justice and 
punished as they deserve . . . ”
